Whan the war closed in 1SG5 the pnblic

debt aaaottnted to the enormous figure of S4

per bead of the population. To-da-y it is $18
per bead of the population.

If the Secretary of the Treasury would do
bia plain duty, and apply all of the surplus
bow in the Treasury, and not needed to pay
pensions to soldiers, to talcing up the $222,-600,0- 00

of 4J per cents, which are due and
must be paid in September, 1891, the debt
would average less than $14 perhead.

Nobody has paid proportionally so large a
share of this as the soldiers who fought the
war through to victory. This is easy to

demonstrate.
In the first place, in spite of all their

boasting, the people who were in rebellion
paid very litUe of it. The greater part of
the money was raised by taxation on arti-

cles which were very little used in the
South. Let us take for example the internal-revenu- e

receipts for the fiscal year ending

June 3, 1866, which were $310,906,934.17,

or five-sixt-hs as much as the entire receipts
of the Government to-da- y. This was raised
by a most searching and comprehensive tax-

ation, which reached almost everything that
a Northern man used or wore or had in his

house, while it left the Southerner compara-

tively untouched, because he used so little
that was not made or grown on the land
upon which he lived. Look at this partial
list of manufactured articles which paid

heavy tribute to the Internal Eevenue Com-

missioner:
Billheads, cards, books, magazines, boots

and shoes, brick, draining tile, candles, car-

riages, wagons, cigars, cigarets, clocks, cloth,
clothing, coal, candy, confectionery, adver-

tisements, cutlery, furs, furniture, gas, glass,

gloves, glue, gunpowder, iron of all kinds,

lead, leather, lime, cement, marble, masts,

spars, coal oil, lard oil, linseed oil, paints,
molasses, mustard, paper, pepper, photo-

graphs, pianof, pickles, preserves, pins, j)ot-terywa- re,

repairs of engines, ships, sails,
tents, saleratus and bicarbonate of soda,

wood screws, ships, silver, slate, sandstone,
soap, starch, steam-engine- s, steel, stereotypes,
sugar, thread, yarn, tobacco, terpentine,
umbrellas, parasols, patent medicines, per-

fumery, varnish, soda water, woolen and
manufactures, stallions, jacks, incomes ex-

ceeding $600, slaughtered cows, calves,

steers, sheep pnd swine.
Besides these there were taxes on the

gross receipts of newspapers, toll-road- s,

canals, express companies, ferries, insurance
companies, lotteries, railroads, ships, stage
coaches, steamboats, telegraphs, theaters,
auction sales, brokers' sales. There were
licensee for apothecaries, architects and civil
engineers, assayers, auctioneers, bankers,
billiard rooms, brewers, bdwling allies,
brokers of all kinds, builders and contract-

ors, " business men," butchers, circuses, claim
agents, confectioners, "dealers wholesale
and retail," dentists, eating-house- s, exhi-

bitions, gift enterprises, horse-dealer- s, ho
tels, insurance agents, intelligence offices,

jugglers, lawyers, livery stables, manufac-

turers, miners, pedlers, photographers,
Xlumbers, physicians, real estate agents,
soap-maker- s, theaters. Then comes a heavy
tax on legacies, successions, billiard tables,
pianos, gold and silver plate, gold watches,
yachts, etc

The people of the South paid very little
of these taxes, because of their small con-

sumption of the goods upon which the taxes
were levied. These were almost altogether
articles of the higher and costlier grades,
which had no sale in the South. Nearly
half the people there were negro field hands,
and more than half of the remainder were
poor and excessively ignorant whites, who
had no more use for a bottle of cologne or a
photograph the taxes on which afforded a
large revenue than an ox has for a paper
collar. They made their own clothes and
boots and shoes, did not use even patent
medicines, but dosed themselves with de-

coctions of "yarbs"; and instead of burning
matches, lighted their cob pipes with coals

taken from the fires kept constantly burn-
ing on the hearths of their cabins.

Take, for example, the single article of
the txz on manufactured clothing, (6 per
cent), which in 1866 put $12,027,687.17 into
the Treasury, or more than $1,000,000 a
month. The collections in the rebel States
were as follows:

Of these items the rebellious States paid
so small a proportion as to reduce their
share of the whole to a trifle over 7 per cent.

The people of the loyal States not only
paid the enormous expenses of the war
while it was being carried on, but they have
paid from four-fifth-s to nine-tent- hs of that
portion of the great debt entailed by it
which has been discharged since the strug-

gle ended. The rebels have gotten off a
hundredfold easier than any conquered
people since the history of the world began.
The usual practice of civilized nations is to
assess the entire cost of a war upon tho&e

who begin it and are defeated. In this in-

stance the victors acted with unparalleled
generosity in shouldering nearly the whole
coat themselves.

The veterans who fought the war through
paid an enormous proportion of this. They
constituted 12 per cent, of the population of
the New England States; 12.2 per cent, of
the population of the Middle States, and
13.6 per cent, of that of the Western States
aud Territories. Now, 12J per cent, means
one in every eight of the entire population
men, women, children, cripples, old men,
idiote, paupers, loafers, criminals and all.
So, when the able-bodie- d young volunteers
came home, they became practically nearly
the entire body of the active, laboring, pro-

ducing population, and upon their shoulders
fell the burden of paying, in one way or an-

other, this enormous taxation. When the
demagogs of this generation cant about
" war taxes for pensions," they keep out of
sight the fact-- that, to reduce the taxation
upon this and succeeding generations, the
veterans who fought the war through sub-

mitted to a taxation which began with the
match with which they lighted their fires in
the morning, and followed everything that
they wore, ate, used, or worked with, to the
spoonful of soothing sirup they administered
to their babies in the chilly hours of mid-

night.
Out of their hard earnings in the prime of

their manhood the veterans paid the bond-

holders billions of dollars, paid billions
which rightfully should have beon assessed
on the men who precipitated the war upon
the country, and did it without murmur or
complaint.

It is ineffably mean to begrudge these
men now the meager pensions asked for
them.

STRICXLY "REGULAR."
Not a little disappointment was felt at the

strictly-- " regulation " character of Gen. Sher-

idan's funeral. The escort to the grave was
precisely within the provisions of the Army
regulations for a General-in-Chief- 's funeral

a battalion of cavalry, two batteries of
artillery and a regiment of infantry. It was
below, if anything, this rule, for the "bat-
talion of cavalry " was only represented by
two troops, and the "regiment of infantry"
was only a fairly strong battalion of heavy
artillery. There is no regiment of infantry
nearer Washington than the 11th, which is
stationed along the northern boundary of
New York ; except the two troop3 stationed
at Fort Meyer, there is no cavalry east of the
Mississippi, and the War Department had
no funds to bring any troops to Washing-
ton.

The disappointment came from the ab-

sence of any participation of the volunteers
in the demonstration. Though Gen. Sheri-

dan was a West Point graduate, and an offi-

cer of the Eegular Army for 36 years, he
was essentially a volunteer General. What
he did in the Jgegalar Army was inaignifi-v-j

cant compared to his career as a commander
of volunteers. The opening of the war found
him a Captain in an infantry regiment.

Had he remained with the Eegulars ho
would probably have died a Colonel. As it
was, he was only a Captain acting a3 Quar-

termaster a year after the firing on Fort
Sumter. Then good lnek and the friend-

ship of such volunteer subordinates as Capt.

Eussell A. Alger, got him the Colonelcy of
a volunteer cavalry regiment. A month
after his being commissioned Colonel of the
2d Mich. Cav. he was made Brigadier-Gener- al

of Volunteers, and six months later he
was a Major-Gener- al of Volunteers. The
volunteers under his command won for him
at Opequan, in September, 1861, the rank of
Brigadier-Gener- al in the Eegular Army,
and at Cedar Creek a month later they
gained him promotion to Major-Gener- al in
the Eegular Army. His brilliant campaign
on Lee's flank made him a Lieutenant-Genera- l.

In all these services he had practically no
Eegular Eoldiers under his command. In
his 32 months of service in the Western
armies he never had a company, battery or

regiment of Eegulars under his command.
Of the 163 regiments and 42 batteries he had
in the Shenandoah Valley campaign, all but
three regiments and 11 batteries were vol-

unteers, and the proportion of volunteers
under his command in the Appomattox cam-

paign was equally great.
The volunteers have always, and natur-

ally, felt that he belonged to them a great
deal more than to the Eegular Army, and
they were anxious to come in overwhelm-
ing numbers to pay him the last honors.
Had their presence been invited they would
have come to Washington by tens of thou-

sands from New England, New York, New
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Vir-

ginia, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, and even
more remote points.

It seemed strange that this was not done.
Gen. Sheridan was exceedingly fond of the
volunteers and never tired ofmanifesting
his enthusiastic appreciation of them. He
was Commander-in-Chi- ef of the Loyal Le-

gion and a comrade of the G.A.E. When-

ever he appeared in full uniform he Avore

his G.A.E. badge the most conspicuous of
all.

Yet no invitation-- - was sent to either the
G.A.E. or the Loyal Legion to participate
in the funeraL

One reason assigned for this is that Mrs.

Sheridan had expressed a wish for an unos-

tentatious funeral, strictly military in its
character. It is alleged by others that this
idea was carried much further than Mrs.

Sheridan contemplated. Others attribute
the exclusiveness to Cardinal Gibbons, and
the antagonism of tho Catholic Church to
secret societies. But the Plenary Council
of tho Catholic Church which met in Balti-

more three years ago, and of which Cardinal
Gibbons was a leading member, expressly
excepted the G.A.E. from inclusion among
secret societies, under the Church's inter-

dict.

THE WAY TO LOOK AT IT.

The problem that unrestricted immigra-
tion presents to the veterans is whether this
country for whieh they fought so desper-

ately and endured so mucb shall be made a
battening ground for the hungry paupers of
Europe, or whether ita riches and resourcest
shall be reserved as a heritage for our chil-

dren.
To them the question presents itsslf very

much in the shape that it might occur to a
man who has toiled all his life long to de-

velop a fine farm. He has hewed it out of
the wilderness, eaten the bread of toil, fru-

gality and self-deni- al in order to free it
from mortgages, has risen early and toiled
late to clear it of timber, brush, stumps,
briers and weeds ; has drained it, fenced it,
planted orchards, and built barns and sta-

bles, and given a large share of his earnings
every year to build railroads, common roads,
school houses, churches, etc., so as to increase
the value of his products, and make life on
his homestead pleasant and desirable.

He has done this not for his own sake so
much as for his children, to whom he will
leave the old homestead, free from all in-

cumbrances, a fine property, which will sup-

port them all in comfort and give them ad-

vantages of schools, churches and society,
which he and his wife were denied.

Now, how would he regard a proposition
to have his children share his home equally
witk an unknown number of thriftless
strangers from some remote section in whom
he has no interest, and with whom he can
have no sympathy? He may be a very gen-

erous, liberal man, eager to relieve distress
wherever it occurs in his neighborhood, but
this does not imply for an anstant that he is
willing to give away hia children's patri-
mony to furnish food and, land to the food-le- ss

and landless generally
We as a Nation are precisely in the posi-

tion of that man as an individual. We
sympathize with the poor and unfortunate I

of other lands. We are willing to help them
according to our means, but there is no
requirement human or 'divine that we
should give up to them the country, the up-

building of which has cost us so much
blood, suffering, hardship and sacrifice. To
allow ourselves to be deluged by wholesale
immigration from the pauperized sections of
Europe will be to give up the country as
effectually as if it passed under the control
of a foreign flag.

The National Teibuns recognizes no
distinction between native and naturalised
Americana. They ore all Americans, where-ev- er

they were born. We are only op-poB- od

to deluging our country with a freshet
of foreign paupers, who have no other in-

terest in it than the money th&y can zaake
outof M,

Sheridan was a happy fchooghfc. Jfe bettar
place could have baenibad aadar the
shadow of the flag be did am mttek to reader
glorious.

It is a lovely knoll on the brow of the
Highta of Arlington, which overlooks the
broad Potomac, widening to a tranquil lake
as it moves majestically oa to it wedding
with the sea. Across the shining water
rises the City of Washington, with the Wash-

ington Monument cleaving tbe borison like
a flash of pure light in the foreground, tbe
stately public buildings farther on, until
the view resis upon tbe columned and domed
magnificence of the Capitol. The world can

be sought over in vain for a finer view, ox

one more inspiring to patriotism.
The ground in whieh he has been laid to

rest was already hallowed by tbe graves of
16,000 of his comrades, who died oa tbe bat-

tlefield struggling for the sacred cause in
the triumph of which it was his better for-

tune to participate. He has rejoined in tbe
" camp of low green tents M a mighty boat
who were mustered out amid the thunders
and the terrors of awful war.

The burial of Gen. Sheridan in tbe na-

tional Cemetery at Arlington will go for
toward making that lovely City of tbe Dead
the Westminster Abbey of America.

Had Grant been buried there, as he should
have been, the place would now be definitely
dedicated as the last resting place of all oar
eminent soldiery. It will probably be so any-

way, and become to us what tbeWestminster
Abbey is to England. It will be the highest
aspiration of our soldiers in all coming time
to be accorded a burial by the side of Sheri-

dan, and the Nation can accord them bo
greater honor than to entomb them where
the hero of Opequan and Cedar Creek and
16,000 Union veterans are sleeping.

THE SITB FOB THB LOGAN MONUaOEHT.

Mr. Stahlnecker, from the House Commit-

tee on Library, has reported favorably a
resolution to set apart Iowa Circle, at tbe
intersection of Vermont and Ehode Island
avenues and P and Thirteenth streets in
Washington, for the Logan monument. The
resolution also authorizes tbe Secretary of
War to furnish condemned cannon for metal
for the atatue, and provides for the pedestal
at Government expense.

It is expected that the measure will be
adopted this session, and contributions
should bo hastened in order that the com-

rades of the Grand Army may not be behind
Congress with their share of the work.

Iowa Circle is the last of the choice sites
in the Capital for the purpose, and it is emi-

nently fitting that the greatest of the vol-

unteers should occupy it in perpetual bronae,
where all the generations that come may
see it.
INCREASE OF PENSIONSTFOR THBDEAF.

On Monday the House passed by unani-
mous consent, on motion of Mr. Matson, tbe
Senate bill to increase the pension of the
totally deaf from $13 to 30 per month.
The partially deaf will have their ratings
increased in the same proportion. There
are about 300 totally deaf pensioners on the
roll who will be advanced to $30.

The bill now goes to the President, and
it is understood that he will sign it.

THE NATIONAL TRIBUNE PENSION BILL,
JIc it enacted by the Senate and House of Mcvreseiit'

olives of the United Stales of America in Congress
assemoled, That the Secretary of the Interior be.
and he ia hereby, authorized and directed to place
on tne pension-roll- , upon application therefor, the
names of the surviving honorably-discharge- d offi-
cers and enlisted men of tbe military and naval
services of the United States who actually served
SO days, or more, subsequent to the 4th day ox
March, 1831, and prior to the 21st day of December,
1867.

Sec. 2. That pensions under section 1 of this act
shall be at the rate per month of one cent for each
day's service rendered ; and payable only from and
after ths passage of this act, for and during tbe
natural lives of tbe persons entitled thereto: Pro-
vided, however. That in each and every case where
the service so rendered was less than SCO days, the
pension shall be at the rate herein established for
a eervico of eCO day, to wit, 18.

Sec 3. That all invalid pensioners who are now
receiving pensions under existing laws, or whom
claims are pending in tbe Pension O&lce, or before
Congress, may, by application to tbe Commissioner
of Pensions, in such form aa he may prescribe, re-
ceive the benefits of this act; and nothing herein
contained shall be so construed as to prevent any
pensioner thereunder from prosecuting his claim
and receiving his pension under any other general
or special act at his election at any time: Provided,
That no person shall receive more than one pen-
sion for the same period.

Sec. 4. That if any honorably-discharge- d officer
or enlisted man of the military or naval service of
the United States, who served during the period
specified in section 1 of this act. has died, or shall

thereafter die, leaving a widow, such widow shall
tie placed upon the pension-rol- l upon her applica-
tion at the rate of S12 per month : Provided, Tliat

-- eaid widow was married to the deceased officer, or
enlisted man, prior to the passage of this act. --Ind
provided further. That all pensions granted to
widows under tbis act shall take effect from the
date of death of the husbands of such widows
respectively, but not dating from any date prior to
the passage of this act.

See. 5. That rank In the service of any officer or
onlisted man shall not be considered in applications
under this act.

Sec. 8. Tlmt Section 4716 f the Revised Statutes
is hereby repealed so far as the same related to this
act or to pensions under this act: FromtUd, That
this ant shall not apply to those persons under Ui
political disabilities imposed by the 14th Amend-
ment to the Constitution of tbe United States.

See 7. That the Secretary of the Interior be, and
he is hereby, authorised and directed to employ
1.CC0 clerks, or such additional force aa may, in bis
discretion, be deemed necessary, additional to those
now employed in the Pension Bureau, to adjudicate
all claims arising under the provisions of this act
within two years from the date of tbe passage
thereof. And be it further enacted, Tiiat the Secre-
tary of War be, and he ia hereby, authorized and
directed to employ 500 additional clerks, or such
force as may be necessary, in the office of tho Adjutant--

General, United States Army, to dispose of tbe
increased work consequent upon tbe passase of this
act. And be it further enacted. That tho several
United States Pension Agents be authorized to in-
crease their clerical force, suoject to the approval
of the Secretary of the Interior, to an extent neces-
sary to promptly dispose of the increased work
consequent upon the passage of this act, not to ex-
ceed 12 at each agency, and whose salariea shall bo
paid out of the moneys to be appropriated by this
act.

Seo. 8. That so much aa may bo necessary to pay
the pensions provided for in this act, ando pay for
the increased clerical force in the offices of the
Commissioner of Pensions, the Adjutant-Genera- l,

and tbe United States Pension Agents hereinbefore
authorized to bo employed, be, and the same ia
hereby, appropriated out of any moneys in the
Treasury not otherwise appropriated.

Sec 9. That any agent, attorney, or other person
Instrumental in prosecuting any claim under this
act who shall, directly or Indirectly, contract for,
demand, receive, or retain, for his services or in-
strumentality in presenting and prosecuting such
claim, a greater sum than S10 (payable only upon
the order of Commissioner of Pensions, by the
Pension Agent making payment of the pension
allowed), or who shall wrongfully withhold from a
pensioner or claimant the whole, or any part of the
pension or claim allowed and due such pensioner
or claimant, shall be deemed guilty of a misde-
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall, for
every uch offense, bo fined not exceeding S5C0,
or imprisonment at hard labor not exceeding two
years, or both, in the discretion of the court. Pro
vided. That no fee whatever shall be allowed to any
person whomsoever in any casa where an invalid
pensioner is granted an increase under the provis-
ions of this act.

Sec. 10. That all lawn or parts of lawa which con-
flict with the provisions of thuact shall be, and tha
same are, hereby repealed.
